A shaving preparation to aid in the prevention or treatment of 
pseudofolliculitis barbae, comprising therapeutic amounts of a 
glucocorticoid and at least one antibacterial agent. 

A shaving preparation of claim 1, wherein the antibacterial agent is an 
antibiotic. 

A shavinfe preparation of claim 1, wherein the antibacterial agent is a 
bacteriostatic agent. 

The shaving preparation of claim 1, further comprising a therapeutic amount 
of benzoyl peroxide. 

The shaving preparation of claim 1, wherein the glucocorticoid is provided 
in the amount of about y. 025 to 2.5% by weight. 

The shaving preparation ot claim 1, wherein the glucocorticoid is selected 
from the group consisting of hydrocortisone USP, hydrocortisone acetate, 
desonide, and triamcinolone acetate. 

The shaving preparation of claim 1, wherein the glucocorticoid is 
hydrocortisone USP in an amountW about 1% by weight. 

The shaving preparation of claim 2, wJierein the antibiotic is provided in an 
amount of from about 0.5 to about 5°/ohy weight. 

The shaving preparation of claim 2, wherein the antibiotic is selected from 
the group consisting of bacitracin, polymixHi-B sulfate and neomycin. 
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Tnte shaving preparation of claim 2, wherein the antibiotic is non-keratolytic. 

The shavhig preparation of claim 3, wherein the bacteriostatic agent is 
selected from the group consisting of disodium edetate, sodium 
metabisulfate^nic^ulfate, zinc oxide and zinc phenosulfate. 

The shaving preparation of claim 4, wherein the benzoyl peroxide is 
provided in an amount of about 2.5 to 10% by weight. 

A method of jS^yenting or treating pseudofolliculitis barbae comprising 
applying a shaving preparation comprising a therapeutic amount of a 
glucocorticoid to a skin ate^i to be shaved, prior to shaving, after shaving, 
between shaves. 

The method of claim 13, wherein the shaving preparation further comprises 
a therapeutic amount of at least one antibacterial agent. 

The method of clair^l3Ww^rein the shaving preparation further comprises 
a therapeutic amount o£ benzoyl peroxide. 

The method of claim 14, wherein the shaving preparation further comprises 
a therapeutic amount of benzoyl peroxide. 

The method of claim 13, wherein the shaving preparation comprises 
glucocorticoid provided in the amount of 0.025 to 2.5% by weight. 



The method of claim 13^wherein the shaving preparation comprises of 
glucocorticoid selected fromthe group consisting of hydrocortisone USP, 
hydrocortisone acetate, desoni&e and triamcinolone acetate. 



The method of claim 13, wherein tnk shaving preparation comprises 
hydrocortisone USP in the amount of afetout 1% by weight. 
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20. The^nethod of claim 13, wherein the shaving preparation is applied to the 
skin areaimmediately prior to shaving. 

21. The method of claim 13^trther comprising applying the shaving 
preparation after shaving.

The method of claim 13, wherein the shavihg preparation is applied to the 
skin area in between shaves. 

A shavin^ream to aid in the prevention and treatment of pseudo folliculitis 
barbae or ingrown hair consisting essentially of a therapeutic amount of 
glucocorticoid ancNoptionally, at least one antibacterial agent, benzoyl 
peroxide or both as active ingredient. 




24. A shaving cream according to claim 23, wherein the glucocorticoid is in an 
amount of 0X)25to 2.5% by weight. 

25. A shaving cream accordin^vto claim 23, wherein the glucocorticoid is 
selected from the group consisting of hydrocortisone USP, hydrocortisone 
acetate, desonide, and triamcinolone^cetate. 



26. A shaving cream according to claim 23, whereih^the glucocorticoid is 



hydrocortisone USP in an amount of about 1% by weight 
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
